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E. Huron River 
Drive road work, 
detour begin soon

Forty days of roadwork is expected to 
begin in April on East Huron River Drive 
between Liberty Street in Belleville 
and Martinsville Road in Van Buren 
Township. 

A detour will be set up at Haggerty Road 
and East Huron River Drive, directing 
through traffic to the South I-94 Service 
Drive. Local traffic only will be allowed 
between Liberty and Martinsville while the 
work is under way, but it will be one-lane 
and is to be avoided. 

This is the report given at Monday’s 
meeting of the Belleville City Council 
by Department of Public Works Director 
Keith Tackett. He said he had attended 
a pre-construction meeting with Wayne 
County and the exact date of the start of 
the work was yet to be announced. 

Tackett said, weather permitting, the work 
will be done before Strawberry Festival. 
But, if not, the crews will move out on the 
Wednesday before Strawberry Festival and 
return on the Monday after the festival. 

He said Liberty at East Huron River 
Drive will be completely closed at least 
four times for portions of the work. 

There was some concern about movement 
of traffic when the Bayou’s car show is on. 
This event closes Main Street on Monday 
afternoons throughout the summer from 
Third to Fifth Street and so traffic is 
diverted to Liberty Street. 

City Manager Diane Kollmeyer stated 
that High Street will not become a route for 
heavy truck traffic, since it would tear up 
the roadway. 

Tackett said the Van Buren Public Schools 
have been made aware of the roadwork 
schedule since it will affect the bus route. 

“It’s going to be a nightmare for the 
school buses,” Kollmeyer said.

Belleville, VBT sign disputed Downriver Sewer Agreement

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
voted unanimously to sign the new 20- 
year Downriver Sewage Disposal System 
Service Agreement. 

On Tuesday, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees also voted unanimously 
to sign the document. 
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All 13 community members must sign the 
agreement for it to be passed. Others had 
it on their agendas this week. The Wayne 
County Commission voted 14-0, with 
one absent, to approve the agreement last 
September. 

After he took office, Wayne County 
Executive Warren Evans sent out a letter in 
February revoking the agreement since all 
13 communities hadn’t approved it yet. 

The letter brought backlash from the 
communities and the county commission. 
Evans said he regretted sending the 
letter, according to VBT attorney Patrick 
McCauley, but Evans did not back down 
on the county’s claim of ownership. 


The communities claim ownership, 
as well, since they have paid millions of 
dollars over the years for the facility since 
1962. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said if this 
agreement is approved it will give the 
communities leverage and extra leverage if 
the county gets an Emergency Manager. 

State Rep. Kurt Heise has introduced HB 
4033 that would require approvals of all 
the owners if a water system is to be sold 
or leased. A March 25 noon committee 
meeting has been set in Lansing to consider 
the bill.

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Sumpter Board OKs 1st reading of Provisionary Center ordinance

At its regular meeting March 10, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved the first reading of 
a Provisionary Center Zoning Ordinance 
to control medical marijuana distribution 
in the township. 

The second, final reading of the ordinance 
will be at an upcoming meeting and 
township attorney Rob Young said there 
will be some revisions in the four-page 
document. 

The ordinance said it is to regulate 
the locations and operations of medical 
marijuana provisionary centers to promote 
and protect the public health, safety 
and welfare of the residents of Sumpter 
Township. 

Work on the ordinance began last 
summer with an exhaustive effort by Police 
Detective John Toth, attorney Young and 
the planning consultant. Officials knew a 
bill was before the legislature to set up rules 
for provisionary centers, but the township 
wanted to be ready with its own rules if the 
state didn’t proceed. 

The year ended without the state taking 
action, so the township pushed ahead. 

The new ordinance was passed by the 
planning commission and sent on to the 
township board, where a committee to 
review and revise it was set up. 

As part of his police report at the meeting, 
Chief James Pierce said from now on he will 
be adding a report on medical marijuana 
caregiver license applications. He said there 
are four renewals and six pending licenses 
for a total of ten in the works. Currently 
there are seven caregivers, he said. 

In other business at the March 10 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the Alliance of Downriver 
Watersheds 2015 Budget and Bylaws; 

e Set a hearing for the 2015-16 fiscal year 
budget for 5 p.m., March 24, before the 
regular meeting of the board; 

e Approved RHI, Inc. to replace the roof 
on the fairgrounds pavilion for $28,695, 
the majority of the cost being paid by the 
Wayne County Parks Grant; 

e Approved the fire department’s purchase 
of an “I Am Responding for Dispatch” 
with a five-year contract at a cost not to 
exceed $850 with installation. Fire calls 
to fire fighters will come by way of text 
messages on their smart phones and the fire 
fighters will respond. A monitor will be in 
the fire station naming those responding to 
the fire and at dispatch in Huron Township. 
Trustee Peggy Morgan, liaison to the fire 
department, said a group is going to Huron 
Township dispatch to discuss this program 
with them; 

e Approved multi-department training for 


fire fighters June through August; 

e Heard Supervisor John Morgan say blight 
is all-pervasive in Sumpter Township, but 
a 10-year problem at one site is finally 
solved. He said ordinance officer Randy 
Lynch worked so hard on it and it was one 
of the worst problems Sumpter had. “If 
you see Mr. Lynch, tell him thank you,” 
Supervisor Morgan said; 

e Heard Trustee Bill Hamm say the 
cars on Willis Road have been cleared up 
completely and you can thank the ordinance 
officer for monitoring the situation. “And, 
the business owner who did what he said 
he would do,” Supervisor Morgan added; 

e Heard Virginia Belinski announce a 
class she is teaching, beginning March 19 
at 11 a.m. at the Community Center Gym. 
It will be six sessions in Fall-Prevention 
Clinics and students will be learning how 
to fall safely. There is no cost this time, but 
a book for $15 is important. She said six are 
signed up and 12 is the maximum. Those 
interested may call Mary Ann Watson at 
the Senior Center, (734) 461-9373; and 

e Heard Mary Ban warn that it’s time 
for the roads to thaw out and get hard to 
pass. She said she hopes the county will 
stay on top of the deteriorating roads. Ban 
said Van Buren Township needs to call the 
county about the stretch of Sumpter Road 
between Bemis and Hull because there is a 
gap in the middle that in some places is six 
inches wide. “Van Buren Township doesn’t 
seem to know that pothole heaven could be 
dangerous,” Ban said. 


VBT board to announce 
decision on Visteon 
bonds, possible litigation

An open work-study session of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees will 
be held at 4 p.m., April 2, in the Otisville- 
Sheldon Room of the township hall to 
announce the board’s decision on what to 
do about refinancing of the Visteon bonds. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs announced 
the meeting at the March 10 meeting of the 
Local Development Finance Authority. 

She said after that’s held, shell give a 
written report to board members who 
couldn’t attend. 

When asked if there was a public decision 
concerning possible litigation against 
Visteon, Supervisor Combs said, not yet, 
but will be public as of April 2. 

She said litigation would just be a decision 
of the township board and the LDFA would 
not be involved. 

The bonds issued by the township to 
help Visteon develop Visteon Village were 


$25.8 million. By the time the bonds are 
paid off in 2032, the amount for principle 
and interest will be $56 million, which is 
guaranteed by the full faith and credit of 
the township. 

In the 2012 Visteon Settlement Agreement 
there is a provision which was to be 
assigned to successors or assignees for the 
Grace Lake Corporation and they agree to 
come to the table to negotiate any shortfalls 
in the funds to pay off the bonds. 

The Visteon property at Grace Lake has 
since been sold, although Visteon remains 
as a tenant. 

The township board has been meeting 
in closed-door sessions to discuss options 
to the situation which appears to have the 
township running out of funds to pay the 
bonds in 2018. 

At its Dec. 16 regular meeting, the VBT 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously to re- 
pledge the township’s full faith and credit 
to help refinance the 2006 bonds sold by 
the LDFA to cut interest rates. 

The LDFA would save about $1.8 million 
since the interest rate would go from the 
present 8% to 3% or thereabouts. 

The 2006 bonds are callable this spring 
and so they can be refinanced. 

The resolution the LDFA passed gives 
authority to two people — LDFA Chairman 
Michael Dotson and VBT Supervisor 
Combs — to be able to act quickly as 
individuals or together to approve the sale

of the refunded bonds over the next few 
months to take advantage of a low-interest 
offer. 

Although it had not been officially 
announced, the VBT board members talked 
about possibly “paying down” the bonds 
this spring to help reduce bond payments, 
but that has to be done at the same time the 
bonds are refinanced 

In other business at the 40-minute meeting 
March 10, the LDFA: 

e Heard John Delaney from the audience 
protest the convening of the meeting 
since there was not a quorum of proper 
members; 

e Introduced new member Shareen Barker, 
who replaced Robert Carlesso, representing 
the Van Buren Public Schools. Barker had 
not been voted in by the VBT Board of 
Trustees and Delaney was told that was not 
necessary. He disagreed; 

e Extended the terms of James Williams 
and Doug Peters to Aug. 12,2018, although 
Diane Madigan said they had already 
had new terms approved by the township 
board. (The Independent report of the Sept. 
16 meeting shows Williams and Peters 
were reappointed at that meeting to terms 
ending Aug. 12, 2018.) Jack Knowles, 
who started in January as VBT director of 
planning and economic development, said 
the notes he has say their terms are expired.

Newspapers throughout the land are 
celebrating this week as Sunshine Week 
to remind people that transparency in 
government is very important and that 
citizens need to pay attention to their 
government. Kicking off Sunshine Week 
on Monday in Van Buren Township, 
Supervisor Linda Combs admitted she had 
been wrong the week before and because 
of her error all the decisions of the March 
10 meeting of the Local Development 
Finance Authority are void and need to be 
re-voted at an upcoming meeting. 

John Delaney, a dedicated watcher of 
elected officials, had insisted the LDFA 
didn’t have a legal quorum and couldn’t 
convene, but he was told by Combs and the 
new head of VBT Building and Planning 
that he was wrong. Well, he was right and 
they were wrong. (See explanation on page 
11.) 

And, also this week, a VBT resident got 
her Freedom of Information Act request 
back from VBT and it was two pages long, 
although the pages she got were numbered 
10 and 11. And, page 10 was half blacked 
out and the half page on page 11 was partly 
obscured. It was supposed to be all the 
disciplinary actions taken against Kenneth 
Floro since 2012. Floro is at the heart of a 
Whistleblower’s law suit against VBT. An 
attorney already has told the woman the 
FOIA response is faulty. 

We’re still not done with the Van Buren 
Public Schools who refused to say how 
much taxpayer money it spent to settle a 
different law suit. Let that sunshine in!

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District Library sets special session 
to discuss search for new director

After 28 years as director of the library in 
Belleville, Debra Green has announced her 
retirement as of May 15 and the Belleville 
Area District Library Board has to get 
moving to select a new director. 

At its regular meeting on March 10, the 
library board agreed to meet in special 
session on March 24, perhaps at 7:30 p.m. 
The meeting depends on if member Tanya 
Stoudemire is available that night during 
this busy tax season. 

Stoudemire, a new member of the 
personnel committee, wrote the documents 
on hiring a new director that was discussed 
at the March 10 meeting, in her absence. 

At the special meeting the board will 
discuss interview dates for candidates, 
interview questions, and whether an outside 
consultant is needed for any of the steps. 

The board decided to go ahead and post 
the position on library web sites to get the 
ball rolling and work out the details before 
the selection process begins. 

Director Green suggested they note that 
applications received by April 30 get first 
priority. 

Personnel Committee Chairman Mike 
Boelter said there isn’t any urgency 
because Deputy Director Mary Jo Suchy 
can fill in as director until the selection is 
completed. 

Secretary Joy Cichewicz noted the board 
hasn’t talked to Suchy about that, but if she 
fills in, there’s no one to fill in for her in 
support as deputy. 

Board members agreed they are trying to 
do the best job they can of finding a new 
director. 

“No matter what we do we’ll get criticized 
for it. We have to just live with it,” said 
board member John Juriga. 

In other business at the March 10 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved asking attorney John Day to 
draft an agreement between the Friends 
of the Belleville Area District Library 
and the district library board. This was 
recommended at the recent state library 
conference to avoid problems; 

e Approved a letter of engagement with 
auditor Alan C. Young & Associates for 
the audit of the fiscal year ending June 30, 
2015 at the same price as last year; 

e Discussed the celebration of National 
Library Week and the fifth anniversary of

the district library with an open house on 
April 18, possibly from 1 to 3 p.m., with 
a banner on the bridge, balloons, cakes, 
prizes, and music; 

e Heard Juriga say he had installed a 
baby-changing table in the restroom. He 
also said the courtyard/addition area of the 
roof probably needs a bigger gutter; 

e Discussed encouraging people to fill 
out their library surveys by the March 31 
deadline; 

e Heard Green announce that she was 
including a new item on her Director’s 
Report, that of the number of library visits 
counted by the new counter. It was 8,825 
for February and 17,998 for the year; and 

e Was informed the library staff is talking 
with vendors of copy machines and bids by 
four companies are expected to be presented 
to the board at its April 14 meeting.

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After going out for bids, Belleville 
decides to stay with present planners

The Belleville City Council accepted a 
recommendation from City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer to keep its present planning 
consultants, although the city had gone out 
for bids and its planners didn’t bid. 

At Monday’s council meeting, Kollmeyer 
said her recommendation was to reject all 
three bids and remain with ClearZoning 
until the end of 2015. 

She said this is in keeping with the 
recommendation of the committee set up 
to look into the issue, made up of Planning 
Commission Chairman Steve Jones, Vice- 
Chair Mike Hawkins, and Mike Renaud. 

At its meeting Monday, the council also: 

e Opened 15 bids for four cars up for sale 
by the police department, with two more 
cars for sale getting no bids. The council 
voted to turn the matter over to Police 
Chief Hal Berriman to look at the best way 
to dispose of the vehicles, since some of 
the bids were so low, keeping in mind J&T 
has storage charges for the cars; 

e Approved the request of Brown Funeral 
Home for closing High Street from noon 
to 4 p.m. on May 25 for Thunder Rolls in 
Belleville; 

e Approved the Central Business 
Community’s request to hold the Flop E 
Bunny event at Victory Park from 10 a.m. 
to 2 p.m., which includes set up and take 
down times; 

e Approved the CBC’s request to hold 
Taste of Belleville from 3-9 p.m. on Aug. 
20 at Horizon Park and closing part of 
High Street during that time; 

e Approved the CBC’s request for 
Downtown Trick or Treat 5-7 p.m. on 
Friday, Oct. 30, and authorizing activities 
on the Fourth Street Square; 

e Returned four CBC requests for a series 
of events for Booville in October as being 
“too nebulous,” asking the CBC to bring 
them back when there were more details;

“You have the right to remain silent. 
Everything you say can and will be used 
against you in a court of law. You have the 
right to an attorney. If you cannot afford an 
attorney, one will be appointed to you.” 

Sound familiar? Well it should. The 
paragraph above is commonly called a 
“Miranda Warning” which was the result 
of a 1966 United States Supreme Court 
case (Miranda v. Arizona), which now 
requires the police to “Mirandize” criminal 
suspects in police custody (or in a custodial 
situation) before they are interrogated. 
Generally speaking, its purpose is to 
remind the accused of their basic right 
under the U.S. Constitution, the right to 
remain silent. 

A suspect wishing to exercise his or her 
right to remain silent must affirmatively 
tell the police interrogators that he or she 
will be using the right to remain silent. 
Otherwise, the police may be able to 
interrogate the suspect even if the suspect 
sits there quietly. 

If you find yourself in this situation, your 
attorney can help you figure out whether 
a Miranda Warning was required in your 
particular case, and if so, whether one 
was given. Statements made by a suspect 
during a custodial interrogation that lacked 
Miranda Rights can be suppressed in court, 
which can make a major difference in your 
case. 

For those of you who care, Mr. Miranda, 
the suspect in the famed case of Miranda v. 
Arizona, which set up Miranda Warnings 
died several years later in a bar fight.

After several questions about the 2014 
Van Buren Township transparency report 
and actual cost to the township, we thought 
we would go into further detail on the 
benefits column. This column combines 
the township’s costs paid by the township 
for employee benefits. 

Health Care premium costs, which 
include a dental plan for all full-time 
employees and elected officials, range from 
$8,000 for a single policy to $24,000 for a 
family plan. The township also pays into a 
health care cost-reduction plan, AMERA, 


that runs $120 per year per employee. 
Those employees and officials that opt-out 
of health care receive $200 a month. 

Vision: All full-time employees and 
elected officials receive vision coverage. 
Vision costs between $146.70 for a single 
policy to $293.40 for a family plan per 
year. 

Life Insurance: Premiums cost between 
$57.60 for part-time trustees to $912 for the 
supervisor with an average of about $700. 
The fire department has a department life 
insurance plan. The annual premium when 
averaged over the current number of fire- 
fighters comes to $30.89. 

Pensions The Township pays 12% of 
net wages for police in a union pension 
plan. For full-time employees and elected
